The antique watches will probably be 


treated later in a separate article, but it 
may be stated that the collection shown is 
notably rich in what may be termed artistic 
watches, superb specimens of elaborately 
wrought and enameled , and at the 
same time showing the development of the 
portable timepiece from its earliest form. 
Many of the watches shown have been the 
property of famous historical 
and are for this reason of additional in- 
terest to the visitor.

Apart from its value to the student of 
art history and the layman who finds in- 
terest in tracing the development of the 
art of the past to its present status, there 
is a pracical side to the exhibition of the 
Morgan collection that cannot be over- 
looked.

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THE NEWS FROM ENGLAND. 








Trade Conditions Improving—Exports and Imports Increase 
Under Auspices of N, A. G, Being Conducted in London — Official Gem- 
mological Bureau Established at Vienna, 


Gemmological Examinations 











Lonpon, April 24.—Trade generally seems 
to be just a little better, but London lags 
somewhat behind. Birmingham en- 
joyed an improvement, but Sheffield, like 
London, has hardly moved from the condi- 
tion portrayed in my last letter. The off- 
cial returns for the trade of March show 
that the exports total £44,519,000, an  in- 
crease for the month, when compared with 
the same period of 1913, of £2,828,000, and 
if we take the total figures for the first 
three months of 1914 we find them greater 
to the extent of £6,278,000, On the import 
side the figures for March were £66,935,000, 
showing an increase on March, 1913, of 
£5,592,000. But we find that on comparing 
the first three months of 1914 with the 
same period of 1918 there is only an in- 
crease of £7,015,000; from these figures we 
may deduce that demand is hardly what 
might be expected. One hardly knows 
what will happen when the April figures 
are issued, because the Easter holidays 
have to be taken into account; for while 
the fine weather gave a remarkable fillip 
to excursion towns and did a good deal of 
good for the seaside and provincial jew- 
elers, there will naturally be a correspond- 
ing deficit in the takings of the townsmen. 
The spirit of our manufacturers and com- 
mercial men is still of an optimistic nature 
and there is a general feeling that this year 
1S likely to be a good one, providing we are 
not troubled with a general election. Here, 
as elsewhere, trade is always dislocated, 
and particularly our own, by such an up- 
setting condition of affairs.

ProvipeNce, R. I., May 9.—President 
Harry M. Mays, Manager Woodward 
Sooth, Col. Harry Cutler, chairman of the 
special committee on stamping legislation, 
and William P. Chapin, Jr., all of the New 
England Manufacturing Jewelers’ and Sil-

“watch-case bill.” Colonel Cutler, on be- 
half of the association, presented a substi-

To the Honorable Committee of Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce of the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States: 

The undersigned respectfully petition your 
honorable committee to amend Section 3 of 
ate bill 1556, by eliminating therefrom the nine 
karat minimum for gold and its aloys. 

After careful and extended consideration of 
House of Representatives bill 2972, in respect to 
the stamping and branding of gold watch cases, 
we have been irresistibly led to conclude that the 
effect of the provisions of the act if passed in its 
present form will not tend toward the ultimate 
benefit of all concerned. 

There has always existed a demand for 
jewelry of less than nine karats, and we believe 
that, by common usage in trade, whatever standard 
is established for watch cases will ultimately be 
the standard of manufacture of other articles of 
gold and its alloys, such as lockets, chains, rings, 
ete., and we believe that imposition of inferior 
quality upon the consumer will be prevented, and 
that the best interests of the consumer, the dealer 
and the manufacturer will all be conserved if 
watch cases and other articles of gold and its 
alloys are stamped with the actual karat of fine- 
ness thereof, without establishing a nine karat, 
or any other minimum of fineness.

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New Members Elected and Rewards 
Paid at Monthly Meeting of Jew- 
elers Security Alliance. 

The regular monthly meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Jewelers Security 
Alliance was held last Friday at the head- 
quarters of the organization, 15 Maiden 
Lane, New York, at which time routine 
business was transacted. Eleven new mem- 
bers were admitted in Class A and 13 new 
members in Class B, while 24 members 
were transferred from Class A to Class B 
The total number in Class A is now 4,499 
and in Class B 1,359. 

The statistics of the month of April 
show that there were four safe burglaries, 
none of which was at the store of a mem- 
ber. In two cases there was no loss, the 
other jewelers being robbed of property 
valued at $2,000. 

There were 22. store burglaries, with 
losses of $10,770, of which three were at 
the stores of members. A loss of $1,000 
was the result. One arrest has been made. 

Sixteen window-smashing cases were re- 
ported, with losses of $1746. Six of 
these were at the stores of members, who 
lost $1,002. 

There were eight cases of swindling by 
bad checks, with losses of $2,090. Six of 
these were at the stores of members, who 
lost $1,558. One arrest has been made. 
Four cases of swindling by other methods 
were reported, with losses of $1,100. 

There were three unsuccessful “hold- 
ups,” none being at the store of a member. 

Seven rewards were ordered paid.

Chicago Firms Denounce as Forgeries 
Names on Notes Discounted by 
New York Diamond Firms. 

Cuicaco, May I11—Two members of the 
wholesale jewelry trade here were rather 
astonished last week, when the Corn Ex- 
chane Bank presented two notes for col- 
lection. Both of these notes were pro- 
nounced to be forgeries. The first was 

for $450 drawn Aug. 28, 1913, due April 
30, 1914. It was issued on a printed note 
of G. L. Fried & Co., New York city, and 
was supposed to have been uttered by ‘he 
Schrader-Wittstein Co. The name of the 
firm was stamped with a rubber stamp and 
underneath appeared the signature of A. 
H. Wittstein, who pronounced it a forgery. 
The note bore the endorsement of G. L. 
Fried & Co., the H. J. Dietz Diamond Co., 
and Max Kobre’s bank, New York, which 
evidently discounted the note and sent it 
to th Corn Exchange Bank for collection. 

The second note was also on a printed 
form used by G. L. Fried & Co., and was 
for $614.53, running eight months from 
Sept. 8, 1913. It was supposed to have 
been given by Charles Kolb & Co., of this 
city, who pronounced the signature of the 
note a forgery. 

This note like the first one bore the en- 
dorsement of G. L. Fried & Co., the H. J. 
Dietz Diamond Co., and Max Kobre’s 
bank, who sent it here for collection. Max 
Kobre’s bank is a reputable institution at 
{1 Canal St., New York, and does consid- 
erable business with jewelers. It looks as 
if this bank was the victim of clever swin- 
dlers or forgers. 

G. L. Fried & Co., and Charles R. Dietz 
had an office at 65 Nassau St., until a little 
over a month ago and their whereabouts 
are at present unknown. Whether or not 
Charles R. Dietz was connected with the 
H. J. Dietz Diamond Co., mentioned on 
the notes, could not be learned from any- 
one in the building. 

For some time past the trade has learned 
that notes apparently made to G. L. Fried 
& Co. and indorsed by the diamond com- 
pany were coming back marked “‘forgeries.” 
Some time ago H. H. Green & Bro., Min- 
neapolis, and White & MacNaught, of the 
same city, denounced as forgeries notes 
which had been signed with their names, 
and another concern to have the same ex- 
perience was C. W. Warren & Co., of De- 


troit. The sufferer by the forgeries so far 
has been Max Kobre’s Bank, which dis- 
counted the notes and which has made 


good on all that bore its indorsement.

New York Diamond Brokers, Who Dis- 
appeared Last November with Jew- 
elry and Gems Valued at Over 
$125,090, Arrested in Paris. 

\ cablegram was received from Paris by 
the District Attorney’s office in New York 
last Thursday telling of the arrest of Jo- 
seph Kislinger and Antoinette Bonner, dia- 
mond brokers with offices formerly at 47 
W. 34th St., Manhattan. As reported ex- 
clusively in the columns of THE JEWELERS’ 
CircuLar, they mysteriously disappeared 
last November with diamonds and jewelry 
valued at over $125,000. Immediately after 
the disappearance of the couple was dis- 
covered a detective was sent abroad. He 
failed to locate them and the matter was 
placed in the hands of the European police. 
Through correspondence addressed to Kis- 
linger they succeeded in locating and ar- 
resting the pair. 

After Kislinger and Miss Bonner dis- 
appeared several diamond merchants, with 
establishments for the most part in Maiden 
Lane, went before the Grand Jury and 
testified that the man and woman had built 
up extensive credit with the jewelry trade 
by dealing konestly until they were able to 
disappear suddenly with goods having an 
aggregate value of over $125,000. 

The loss of the diamond merchants was 
made known through the arrest early in 
November of Francis E. Cocks, a diamond 
broker of 7 Maiden Lane, New York. 
Cocks had been in business for 20 years. 
He told the police that he had let Kis- 
linger and Miss Bonner have jewels worth 
over $100,000 which he had obtained from 
other diamond dealers. Cocks’ creditors 
made a demand upon him that forced him 
to call for payment from Miss Bonner and 
Kislinger; but when he went in search of 
them he found that the pair had not been 
seen since Oct. 31. 

On Nov. 13 diamonds, pearls and other 
valuables valued at $9,000 were found in 
the pawnshop of B. Gutter & Sons, 135 
Bowery, where the police learned they had 
been pledged by two men and a woman. 
One man was supposed to be Kislinger, and 
the woman, the police learned, fitted the 
description of Miss Bonner. 

At the time of the disappearance of Miss 
Bonner and Kislinger the police were un- 
able to find out for what city they had 
started, but they were informed that Miss 








Bonner had cabled $7,000 to someone in 
Paris about two weeks before her dis- 
appearance.

decision by a magistrate interpreting the 
ordinance governing second-hand dealers 
as far as it relates to the buying of old 
gold and silver, the magistrate in this case 
handing down a written decision to the ef- 
fect that the word “metal” in the ordinance 
does not include precious metal, but is in- 
tended to cover old junk. 

For a number of years the city of New 
York has had an ordinance (Section 341) 
which provided for the licensing of those 
who buy or sell second-hand furniture, 
metals, clothing, etc., compelling such deal- 
ers to file a bond, pay a fee and coeuey 
with certain regulations, holdin 
the articles boyght for 30 days, ete. Un. 
der this ordinance, sporadic attempts have 
been made to compel jewelers, refiners and 
other buyers of old gold and silver to take 
out second-hand licenses. In some in- 
stances the Bureau of was 
cessful in its prosecutions and the dealer 
who refused to take out the was 
fined, whereas, in other cases, the proceed- 
dismissed and the dealer dis-

istrate. The Bureau of Licenses was never 
able to get an interpretation by the Su- 
preme Court, but kept bringing charges 
every little while against dealers who 


bought old gold and silver. 

A short time ago a charge was preferred 
against a John St. refiner and the other 
large refiners and assayers of the district 
determined to make a test case and settle 
once for all the question as to whether 
the ordinance applied to those who bought 
old gold and silver. Counsel was engaged 
to fight this particular case, and all techni- 
calities were waived and the facts ad- 
mitted, the fight being made purely on the 
question of the interpretation of the ordi- 
nance. As noted in Peta JEWELERS’ Cir- 
CULAR April 29, the case came up in the 
First District Sblicatese’s Court, Manhat- 
tan, before Magistrate Simms, to whom 
was submitted an elaborate brief on the 
law in support of the contention of the re- 
finers. The magistrate agreed with this 
interpretation of the ordinance and dis- 
charged the accused, but was requested by 


counsel to hand down a written opinion, 
stating the reasons for the discharge, in 
order that there might be some recorded 


decision on the questions involved. This 
was agreed to and the written decision 
handed down last week by Magistrate 


Simms is as follows:

to that of the metropolis and that a step 
has been taken in settling a vexed question 
that has been a subject of controversy be- 
tween jewelers and local authorities in 
many sections of the country.

Commercial Fail- A failures for 
ures During April. April are reported by 

; R. G. Dun & Co. 

be slightly more, both in number and lia- 
bilities, than in April a year ago, although 
the month makes the best exhibit for the 
current year in both these respects, showing 
a tendency of commercial troubles to de- 
crease. The total number of failures in all 
lines as given is 1,336 and the liabilities 
$20,549,144, as compared with 1,314 a year 
ago, when the liabilities reached $18,445,355, 


The manufacturing failures in that time 


remained about the same, 347, as against 
341, but the liabilities this April show 
decrease to $6424,059 from $6,662,356 a 
year ago. The trading failures show 
slight increase in number, 920 last month 
as against 906 a year ago, and the Iiabili- 
ties show an increase to $10,627,229 from 
$9,310,301 in April, 1913. 

\s far as the jewelry trade is concernéd 
the figures show a normal condition, a de- 
crease in the number of failures as com- 
pared with last vear and an increase in the 
lrabilities being noted. According to the 
table of failures by branches of business 
published by Dun’s Review Saturday, there 
were 27 insolvencies in the jewelry and 
clock lines, with liabilities of $271,758, as 
compared with the following figures for 
\pril of previous years: Thirty failures in 
1915, with liabilities of $208,449; 28 failures 
in 1912, with liabilities of $217,542; 27 fail- 
ures in 1911, with Hiabilities of $182,356, 
and 15 failures in 1910, with liabilities of 
$220,647.

Supreme Importance of the Retailer. 


(By Witttam T. Gorre, in The Business Phi- 

losopher.) 

OO little consideration of the impor- 
tance of the retail division of trade 
commerce is given by us all. Too 

much disposition to class those engaged in 

the retail distribution of goods as of the 
unimportant element is indulged in by us 
all. That’s all wrong. Those who make 

up that class and are engaged in that divi- 

sion are of the supremely important ele- 

ment. All goods, of every description, 
produced or manufactured are the output 
of simple errandry elements. The pro- 
ducers and manufacturers are simply pri- 
mary servitors of the consumer through 
those who distribute the “ready-to-use” ar- 
ticles to the consumer of them. 

Let us get it right. The overgrown opin- 
ion—one cannot call it ‘“idea”’—that the 


and 


smoke-begrimmed factory or mine worker, 


sions of commerce do find that there is 
keen competition for the patronage of the 
retail merchant, it is true. But that com- 
petition, 1 am convinced, is far less keen 
than that experienced by the retail mer- 
chant himself. And while this is accounted 
for by the fact that there are many more 
retailers than wholesalers, it stands to the 
everlasting credit of the former that, while 
operating under these conditions, they are 
developing the human plant for the world’s 
service in a hundredfold larger measure 
than all other callings together. 

The question of personality is recognized 
by the wholesaler as a prime factor in gain- 
ing and holding business; and so it is com- 
ing to be recognized by the retailer in the 
same manner, though to a greater degree, 
I believe. Men and women in the retail 
division of business are wonderfully in- 
terested in the virtue of effort; effort to 
improve in personal power to persuade 
others to purchase goods of right quality, 
in just quantities; to lead others to think 
as they think, to believe as they believe, 
and to do as they desire them to do, in 


the interest and to the satisfaction and 
profit of both buyer and seller. 
We find men and women in business, 


among all classes, who do not appear to 
realize that they are but cogs in the great 
wheel of trade, and who act as though they 
were specially privileged. These all too 
often may be found in the errandry class 
—the primary class; producing and making 
—shaping—that those at the top, nearest 
the King—the Consumer—may distribute 
to him and her. The retailer is nearest the 
Sovereign in this trade world. And he’s 
coming to realize the fact. 
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This statement comes near to being 
literally true. Almost everyone has 
a ring of some sort or description, 
and many have several rings. Rings 
are the most universal line of jewelry 
made. They never go out of style 
entirely. What line can the jobber, 
the retailer—both of them—pin his 
faith more securely to?

How Much Rent Should You Pay? 
HE biggest item of expense with the 
average jeweler is for help—salaries 
but pressing this closely, as 
second largest item, is rent. And the in- 
evitable fact is that rents are bound to 
rise, with the rising cost of living, the 
needed returns on capital in “real” prop- 
erty and the increase of population. The 
jeweler must anticipate this tendency 
toward higher rentals, if he would secure 
future profits from his business; therefore 
let us consider the rent question, so that 

you may know just where you stand. 


and wages; 


You pay rent to supply two needs of 
your business—a roof and a location. The 
roof is absolutely essential, of course; but 
a roof and housing can be got in an alley 
or a street on the outskirts of your town. 
It is the location that det€rmines the rent 
expense; and in the jewelry business the 
relation of the two needs is often, and 
often properly, ‘one-tenth of cost for roof 
and nine-tenths for location.” It follows 
that the vital thing to consider is location; 
good judgment in this matter will count 
for more toward the success of your busi- 
ness (assuming that you possess fair mer- 
cantile qualities, good personal habits and 


honest intentions toward the public) than 
any other provision. But many jewelers 
are deceived as to what is good location, 
in its relation to the amount charged for 
rental. A big passing crowd does not 
necessarily mean a big purchasing crowd; 
a hurrying crowd does not contain as many 
buyers-at-the-moment as a smaller number 
who move leisurely. Statistics show that a 
retail merchant fails evéry other day be- 
cause his rent does not attract a paying 
trade. The jeweler who pays heavily for 
location runs a great risk, unless he has 
analyzed the crowd-fact very carefully. 
The retailer under a large rent must i- 
tensify his merchandising ; he must turn his 
stock quickly. The theory of the experts 
who have studied the rent problem in the 
large cities (and as the cost of rent is rela- 
tive, their conclusion holds for the small 
town as well) is that a small net profit on 
each of seven turnovers in a year will pro- 
duce a total net profit that will justify pay- 
ing a very large rental. If among half a 
million passers-by one in a thousand pur- 
chases, says System, the sales (and profits) 
will be larger than if one out of a dozen 
of 5,000 passers-by purchases—and you 
want to consider this fact thoughtfully. 
Seven turnovers at four per cent. net profit 
produce 2.8 per cent.; two turnovers at 10 
per cent. net profit produce 20 per cent. 
The location which enables the jeweler to 
turn his stock seven times at a small profit 
justifies his paying many times a larger 
rental than is “saved” in the second case. 
But when a premium on rent is paid to 
reach disinterested crowds, disaster fol- 
lows; and here we see the necessity of 
judging the purpose of those who pass the 
I have in mind the experience of a 


store. 


jeweler who was impressed with the great 
crowd of business men who disgorged from 
the trains of a terminal station in a big 
city, the mass of whom had to walk a half- 
block on one street before distributing in 
various directions. He rented a store on 
this half-block, paying one-tenth for roof 
and nine-tenths for location; but he was 
amazed to find that scarcely any of these 
men even glanced at his attractive window. 
\n investigation, which should have been 
made before he leased the property, showed 
that 90 per cent. of these men were sub- 
urbanites who came and went daily, always 
in a hurry, and consequently never in the 
right mental attitude to consider purchases 
of jewelry. A hundred hurried business 
men do not present the same purchasing 
potentialities to the jeweler as one leisurely 
woman shopper. The jeweler sublet the 
property at a loss to save a larger loss in 
continuing. He took another location on 
a side-street abutting on the main street, 
and tapped a much smaller crowd; but 
these were women going to and from the 
residential district; and he is now pros- 
pering. The size of the crowd is not as 
important as the character of the crowd 
and the purpose of the crowd. 

If you are paying more rent than the 
average of the whole jewelry trade you 
should be making a quicker turnover than 
the average jeweler; if your profits are un- 
usually large you can afford a larger rent 
than the average, or a smaller turnover. It 
is important, therefore, that you know what 
s the average rent paid. 

\n investigation made by Wheeler Sam- 
mons, presented in System, on nine groups 
of business—namely, drugs, jewelry, de- 
partment store, furniture, hardware, dry 
goods, shoes, clothing and groceries—shows 
that drug and jewélry stores pay consider- 
ably the highest average rent, in relation to 
total sales. It would be well for you to 
adjust your rent expenditures to the stand- 
ard and find what rent will build the sales 
volume at a profit; but, of course, the size 
of stock carried fixes the average within 
wide limits which leave individual cases to 
be decided by local conditions. 

The computation of the standard rate of 
rent is based upon the total sales. It is 
found that the average rent paid by jew- 
elers is 3.98 per cent. (practically four per 
cent.) of the sales. Thus, if your yearly 
sales are $10,000 your rent should not ex- 
ceed $400 to be within the standard. One 
Indiana store reported a rental of only 2.2 
per cent. of its sales, but this was an ex- 
ceptional instance of an unusually favor- 
able lease—and the abnormal should not 
guide. No jeweler reported a rental of 
more than one per cent. above 3.98. This 
figure, 3.98, can be accepted as the safe re- 
lation of rent to sales for the jeweler. 

You can reduce your rent in one of five 
several ways-—rearrangement of store, 
building, moving, buying or advertising. 

Rearrangement involves “making the

most of the roof.” One plan is to crowd 
things together a little and sublet the saved 
space; or sublet the upper floors, in case 
you must lease the whole building. An- 
other plan is to increase the stock space 
without increase of rent for the space, by 
puttive mezzanine balconies in the store. 
\nother is to contract the depth of the 
windews and use the saved space for in- 
sreased selling space or stock space. You 
must keep in mind that each square foot of 
space in your store bears its proportionate 
cost of the rent as a whole; and each 
square foot should be productive—in hold- 
ine stock, or tixtures, or something that 
makes tor the comfort or pleasure or use 
of the customer and thereby adds to the 
attraction of the store. Some idea of these 
square-foot values. may be had from the 
fect that a chair added to the counter 
equipment of a small and “exclusive” shop 
nan eastern city uses space that costs over 
$1,000 a year! 

Often rent is saved by buying a store, or 
building, when good judgment of real es- 
tate is used. The appreciation in the value 
of the ground, in the course of years, re- 
duces the interest charges on the invest- 
ment to less than the rental. 

Sometimes the opportunity is presented 
to the wide-awake to move advantageously, 
securing a lower rent at as good a loca- 
tion; often a Joss is warded off by moving 
before the retail center shifts. Occasion- 
ally a brilliant advertiser hires a store on 
a side-street, saving rent and “pulling” the 
crowd to him nevertheless; spending more 
than usual on the advertising but not 
enough to make the total advertising ex- 
penses equal the greater rental on the main

! am strongly of the opinion that the best 
way to reduce rent, or to increase the value 
of the business for which the rent provides, 
is through the last-named method—skilful 
advertising; or, putting it in another way, 
to offset the high rental with higher pro- 
ductiveness on your part. Location is not 
everything; advertising is more potent. In 
1865 A. T. Stewart built the first great 
store in New York—and built it so far 
away from the shopping center of the time 
that the wise men shook their heads and 
predicted, “He will never succeed—he is 
too far uptown.” But he became the great 
merchant prince of his day. In 1896 John 
Wanamaker took over the Stewart store 
and built an addition three times as big. 
\gain the wise men pulled their beards and 
prophesied, “He will fail—too far down- 
town—all the big stores have moved or 
built miles north of him—retail trade has 
left %th St. for 35th St. and beyond.” But 
it is a matter of common knowledge that 
the Wanamaker business in New York has 
surpassed in volume even the enormous 
turnover of his Philadelphia store; and 
that oasis of activity in the desert of retail 
dulness around 9th St., far from the com- 
petitive center, is witness to the fact that 
personality and advertising are greater fac- 
tors in retail success than mere location. 
So the question, “How much rent should 
you pay?” should be subordinated to the in- 


quiry, “How much of a merchant are you?”

The company never quotes prices in its ad- 
vertisements, however, preferring to fea- 
ture a general line of goods and allowing 
the customer to learn the prices when he 
visits the store. 

For several years the concern has fol- 
lowed the plan of issuing a booklet just 
before and during the holiday season, en- 
titled “Gift Suggestions,” including lists of 
gifts suitable for the home, for ladies, for 
gentlemen and for babies. A general price 
range is always given in this booklet, while 
an interesting feature is the advice given 
the buyer to “shop early.” The introduc- 
tion to this interesting booklet reads:

silver, Sheffield plate and novelties may be 
had at very reasonable cost. Shopping in 
our store gives you the assurance that en- 
during quality exists in every artirle pur- 
chased, and shopping early assures you 
complete stocks to choose from. Shop 
early.” 

Officials of the Bunde & Upmeyer Co. 
say that possibly they might spend even 
more money each year for advertising than 
they now do, but for the fact that they 
have excellent window display facilities to 
advertise their goods to the Milwaukee 
trade at least. The company has 55 feet 
of window frontage, while the store is lo- 
cated on a busy downtown corner. Both 
Mr. Bunde and Mr. Upmeyer believe that 
the policy of featuring an extensive and 
varied line of choice goods in the windows 
is one that every jeweler, who has the fa- 
cilities, should follow. There are prob- 
ably few jewelry stores in the country, 
however, that possess such window display 
facilities as does the Milwaukee concern. 





Recent Advertising Stunts.

Circular Designed to Enliven Interest 
in Time by Wireless. 

An interesting circular was distributed 
to about 250 jewelers recently by the 
Davis & Hawley Jewelers, Inc., Waterbury, 
Conn., setting forth the advantages of the 
wireless time service. Jewelers, as is pretty 
well understood, now may get the correct 
time, without cost, from Washington by 
the investment of a little effort and a very 
small outlay for apparatus. Many articles 
have already appeared in the Horological 
Department of THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR 
explaining how wireless equipment may be 
set up. The above-mentioned circular was 
distributed by Davis & Hawley simply for 
the purpose of creating interest and induc- 
ing inquiries. The text, written by A. K. 
Chattaway, reads in part as follows: 


WHY A JEWELER SHOULD HAVE THE 
“WIRELESS TIME SERVICE” 
INSTALLED. 

(1) Because of Its Strong Advertising 
Feature—It is one of to-day’s keys to 
successful publicity. It creates interest, 
confidence and business. Its possibilities 
as an advertising medium are almost un- 

limited and are continuous in operation. 

(2) Because It Is Economical_—Almost 
all large jewelry houses pay at least $25 
annually to a telegraph company for the 
time “ticker” (which often gives doubtful 
service). This expense can be entirely 
eliminated, for Washington time by “wire- 
less’ is free for all and no Government 
permit ts needed. 

(3) Because It Is Absolutely Accurate— 
United States Government Time is correct 
time; absolutely correct. A “wireless” 
flash travels 186,000 miles in one second, 
which is equivaient to seven and one-half 
times around the world in one second, 
which makes the time :of transit from 
IVashington to the receiving instrument an 
infinitesimal amount. 

(4) Because It Creates Golden Oppor- 
tunities—Let a customer listen to a far- 
away wireless station sending a message, 
and what is the result? He has a new ex- 
perience which he takes away to tell others 
about; thus he advertises the jeweler. He 
appreciates the jewelers kindness, which 
placs him in the right psychological atti- 
tude toward the store. If the jeweler is 
alive to the opportunity he wins a customer 
for the store by the charm of simple 
friendliness. 

(5) Because [t Creates a Good Reputa- 
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tion.—Let a jeweler get the reputation of 
being progressive and “up to date”; of 
being particular, painstaking and capable; 
careful over fine points of precision—and 
he is progressing along the direct road to 
SUCCESS. 

(6) Because It Creates Favorable Talk. 

Everybody will know; everybody will 
talk. P. T. Barnum, that prince of adver- 
tisers, said: “Get the people to talk about 
you, induce them to talk.” 

(7) Because It Builds the Watch De- 
partment.—The measure of success in thts 
particular is limited only by the ability of 
the man in charge of this department to 
use this “wireless time service’ oppor- 
tunity. 

(8) Because It Is Not Expensive—Di- 
vide the original cost in two parts. Charge 
half to advertising, the other half charge 
to fixtures. Maintenance cost is compara- 
tively nothing. 

(9) Because No Knowledge of Code Is 
Needed.—The time is flashed at 12 noon 
and 10 o’clock each night. Begins at 11.55 
A. M. and 9.55 Pp. M., flashing each second, 
stopping at intervals on. half-minute and 
on minute, the same as the time ts received 
in all telegraph offices.

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The Simplest Conceivable Method for Determining 
the Length of a Pendulum by Means of 
the Number of Oscillations. 


By Hermann Uhrland in the Deutscher Uhrmacher-Kalender. 























HE task of determining for a given 

number of oscillations the correspond- 
ing length of the pendulum presents no 
difficulties to one who is accustomed to 
working with mathematical formulas. For 
the practical man, however, who feels un- 
familiar with the figuring of mathematical 
formulas this very problem is among the 
most difficult, and many a candidate, be- 
fore he presented himself for the examina- 
tion to become a “master,” has in vain 
sought at the very last moment to make 
himself familiar with the method of de- 
termining the length of the pendulum from 
a given number of oscillations. 

And, indeed, the method used in the solu- 
tions of such problems was really very 
complex. For, in the first place, one had 
to recall to mind the number of oscillations 
and the length of a seconds pendulum; 
then one had to remember that the ratio 
of the lengths of two pendulums equals the 
inverse of the square of the number of 
their oscillations. This theory then had 
to be reduced to a formula, which usually 
failed to be done without slips. I there- 
fore decided that I would try to find a 
method by which all those who have never 
operated with formulas would be enabled 
to figure out the length of the pendulum 
if the number of oscillations is given. The 
solution which I discovered was so obvious 
that it is really surprising that it had not 
been used before. 

In order to figure out the length of the 
pendulum one simply writes down the 
number 3,580,000* and draws the line for 
a fraction under it; under this line we then 
write, twice, the given number of oscilla- 

*In the present case, the round number 3,580,000 
has been given, for the sake of simplicity. Since 
the length of the pendulum is not the same for all 
degrees of the earth’s latitude, it varies, of course, 
by a slight amount. For our latitude the exact 
number would be 3,578,400, but we may use the 
round 3,580,000 without introducing any 
serious mistakes. The method here given was for 
the first time presented by the author in the 
Deuts macher-Zeitung.

tions, placing the multiplication mark (x) 
between the two numbers. That is all that 
it amounts to. If now we cancel the terms 
of the fraction and reduce the fraction, 
the result will give the required length of 
the pendulum in millimeters.

Beginners in horological theory will do 
well to work out several problems accord- 
ing to the method here outlined and to 
compare their results with the table of 
pendulum lengths given below. Any slight 
deviation that may be found to occur after 
the decimal point (tenths of millimeters) 
is to be accounted for by the use of the 
round number. 

\s it may be of interest to many of my 
colleagues to know how I arrived at this 
number 3,580,000, I shall briefly here ex- 
plain its origin; but to be able to make cal- 
culations according to the method sketched 
above it is not at all necessary to know the 
origin of the number.
